The information hereinafter set forth was secured 
from records of the Detroit Police Department, Detroit, 

Michigan, public sources, and sources of the Detroit Division, 
who have furnished reliable information in the past. 

ORIGIN 

Records of the Wayne County Clerks Office, City- 
County Building, Detroit, Michigan, Indicated that on April 8, 
1963,-Mr. Donald Lobsinger, 5918 Drexel, Detroit, Michigan, 
filed a certificate for doing business under an assumed name. 

The business name was shown as Breakthrough. 

Lieutenant Investigations 

Bureau, Detroit Police Department, on December 1, 1966, advised 
that prior to using the name of Breakthrough, Donald Lobsinger, 
the head of Breakthrough, and his associates had.used the names 
of Catholic Layman's League and Protestant Layman's League 
and that they had on occasions picketed churches in Detroit 
where they believed that the minister or priest was wittingly 
or unwittingly espousing the Communist Party (CP) line or 
were being made the dupes of some Communist front group. 

Breakthrough first gained prominence about May 1, 
1965, on which date Breakthrough formed a "Victory Over 
Communism Motorcade" and marched down Detroit's main street, 
Woodward Avenue, to the Veterans Memorial Building. Two 
hundred and eight vehicles and four floats made up the motorcade 
and about 2000 individuals participated. The program at the 
Veterans Memorial Building consisted of the raising of the 
American Flag, a short ceremony of parading a coffin draped 
with a Soviet flag before the speaker’s stand and speeches 
made by Donald Lobsinger, Albert Smith, Medal of Honor winner, 
and former Wayne State University Professor Stuart R. Crane, 
who gave a strong anti-Communist speech.

Lieutenant stated that Donald Lobsinger 

and many of his followers were former members of the John 
Birch So ciety* Sirice May of 1965, according to Lieutenant 

Breakthrough has been very active in supporting' the 
stand of the United States Government in Vietnam and are 
continually active as counter-demonstrators at any 
demonstration put on by the Detroit Committee to Smd the 
War in Vietnam (DCEWV) and make every eff©rt t© expose 
Communist front groups. As a result ©f the counter -'demonstrations 
put on by Breakthrough, there have been many arrests for 
disturbing the peace, but there have been no convictions. 


PURPOSES 


In an article appearing in the "Detroit News", a 
newspaper published daily at Detroit, Michigan, on November 
28, 1965, written by Mr. Allan Blanchard, entitled "He Wants i 
U.S. To Think ‘Right’", Donald J. Lobsinger was described as p 
the chairman of a‘group called Breakthrough. Breakthrough 
was described as an organization which had risen up as a 
result of protests against U. S. involvement in Vietnam. 
Lobsinger described Breakthrough as an actio:® and Information 
group against Communism which haunts and heckles those who, 
in the organization's view, are "Communist Fronters" or 
unwittingly fronters of the Communist line. Lobsinger stated 
that the main effort of Breakthrough is to set the people 
to thinking right as to who is: behind the Vietnam war protests., 
Main activities of Breakthrough have been heckling, parades ( 
and rallies sponsored by the Women for Peace and the DCEWV 
and meetings of what Breakthrough consideres to be Communist 
front organizations.

On May 26, 1965, an article appeared in the 
"Daily Student", a publication ©f the Wayne'State University 
(WSU), which article reported on a speech made by 
Donald Lobsinger, Chairman of Breakthrough, and Edward Kelley, 
Director of Breakthrough, in State Hall. Edward Kelley is 
reported to have stated that the goal of Breakthrough is 
"The Victory of the American Way of Life over Communism 
and the International Communist Conspiracy". Donald Lobsinger 
stated that the goal of Breakthrough is "a contribution to 
the demise of Communism and a break through the propaganda 
and the curtain of 1 silence of Communism in this country."

BACKGROUND ON DONALD LOBSINGER 


An article appearing in the "Detroit News" on 
November. 28, 1965, describes Donald Lobsinger as being 31 years 
of age and a graduate in Sociology from the University of 
Detroit. He is employed as a Senior Clerk in the Department 
of Parks and Recreation, City of Detroit, is unmarried, and 
1 lives with his parents at 5918 Drexel Avenue, Detroit, Michigan. 
Lobsinger became an avowed, active anti-Communist while serving 
with the United States Army in Germany in the late 1950's. 
Lobsinger states that he attended as an observer the Communist 
Youth Festival in Vienna in 1959 and was "impressed at how 
the Communists were' masters of propaganda and iht how the 
Austrian youth resisted it." Lobsinger is a Republican 
Delegate in Michigan's 14th Congressional District.

On October 16, 1965, the DCEWV conducted a picket-line 
demonstration at the draft induction center, Fort Wayne Military 
Post, 6301 W, Jefferson, Detroit, Michigan. Breakthrough on 
the same date and at the same location staged a counter- 
demonstration carrying placards reading "Free Asia" and 
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Re: Breakthrough 

"Support Our Boys In Vietnam". Breakthrough had a public 
address system mounted on a passenger car playing loud 
patriotic music and comments were made over the address 
system to heckle the demonstrators of the DCEWV. 

On November 12, 1965, Breakthrough staged a 
protest demonstration in front of the Masonic Temple where 
a program was being given by the Moscow Philharmonic 
Orchestra. The protestors claimed that the money being 
spent by the patrons would benefit the Viet Cong. One of 
the demonstrators was dressed as a clergyman and four others 
were wearing uniforms of the four branches of the armed 
services, they were carrying a coffin draped with an American 
flag and attempted to gain admittance to the auditorium. 

Two of the demonstrators were arrested for disturbing the 
peace. 


* . In early February, 1966, a national figure of the 

Communist Party appeared at the WSII on a speaking engagement 
and also appeared at the Central Methodist Church in Detroit, 
Michigan. Breakthrough demonstrated at both locations, 
distributing leaflets and described the speaker as "an avowed 
.-eiliiejKy, of this nation totally committed to its destruction 
and completely loyal to Soviet Russia." 

On March 2, 1,966, members of Breakthrough picketed 
in front of the Detroit Bank and Trust Building, West Fort 
and Washington Boulevard, Detroit, Michigan, in whibh building 
the British Consulate is located. The demonstrators protested 
British trade with the Viet Cong and Cuba. 

On March 26, 1966, the DCEWV held a march protesting 
the war in Vietnam. There were about 700 in the peace 1 
demonstration. Marching parallel to them were about 70 
members of Breakthrough, marching to support the U. S, 
involvement in ; Vietnam. The Breakthrough demonstrators were 
carrying black b&Jloons and sj^ays of. flowers which they said 
were -signs of mourning of U. S. troops who had died in Vietnam. 
The two groups became involved in an altercation and three 
members of Breakthrough were arrested and charged with 
disturbing the peace.

On April 30, 1966, Breakthrough conducted a parade 
to promote victory in Vietnam. Fifty automobiles, six homemade 
floats and approximately 1000 people took part in this parade. 
Donald Lobsinger spoke supporting a win policy in Vietnam 
and others led in the singing of patriotic and folk songs. 

On May 6, 1966, Breakthrough demonstrated in front 
of the Cobo Hall at Detroit, Michigan, protesting the 
appearance of a national figure of the CP in Detroit. 

Breakthrough objected to the use of a tax supported building 
by members of the CP, The demonstrators carried placards 
such as "Gus Hall Agent of Cancer'*, "Red Get Out Of Town" and 
"Victory Over Communism". Six of the demonstrators were 
arrested and charged with disturbing the peace. 

On September 5, 1966, members of Breakthrough 
conducted a demonstration at Cobo Hall welcoming the presence 
of President Lyndon B. Johnson. This was a demonstration 
countering one being put on by members of the DCEffV. 

On October 21, 1966, a demonstration was conducted 
by Breakthrough at the Detroit Institute of Arts, 5200 
Woodward Avenue, Detroit, protesting the presence of the 
Russian Symphony Orchestra, Two arrests were made for disturbing 
the peace.

Our nation today faces many serious problems that offer no easy 
solution* Intelligent men of good will may earnestly differ as to the 
best solution to those problems. 

Traditionally, our two-party political system has provided a means 
for debate by which different solutions could be sought to such problems. 
Today, the two major political parties do not differ appreciably In their 
approach to the major problems that plague us in these trying times.

were democrats and 72 were republican. '

Whereas the sovereignty of our nation and the liber¬ 
ty'of its citizens are in grave end immediate danger; 

the officers, candidates, end members of the Patrio¬ 
tic Party advocate the following emergency measures: 

► L Genuinely loyal, patriotic and pro-American can¬ 
didates must be elected to federal, state and local offices 
as fast as is humanly possible, 

2, As soon as a Patriotic President cen be elected, 
he should create and appoint committees made up of pri¬ 
vate citizens well known for their Loyalty, integrity and ad¬ 
ministrative ability bo supervise and put into effect-the fur¬ 
ther measures listed in this platform under the following 
five categories. 

Regarding National Defense— 

3, Our Armed Forces should be put on an immediate 
alert to guard against surprise attack by any foreign aggres¬ 
sor, r . 

4, The Armed Forces of the United States now sta¬ 
tioned in Europe and Asia should be returned to the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere except for small balanced units equipped 

* with atomic weapons ^vhich should remain as long es ad¬ 
visable to Support the Armed Forces of loyal and coopera¬ 
tive allies*! 

5, The military installations existing within terri¬ 
tories of the United States which have been closed during 
the past ten years should be re-opened, modernized end

The civilian population should be 
prepared psychologically as well a a militarily to ‘roll with 
the punch 1 of any surprise attack and come back fighting, 
New defense industries should be scattered through those 
parts of the United States most easily defendabie. This 
would automatically cause the civilian population to dis¬ 
perse and thus become less vulnerable to atomic attack.

further invasion* direct or indirect, into those areas will re¬ 
sult in their prompt destruction..

12. All known or suspected communists now holding 
jobs in government or in any essential Industry should be 
immediately disch?rged from such positions md subpoened 
to appear before appropriate Grand Juries for .investigation. 
Where reasonable grounds arc found to believe that such 
persons have been guilty of treasonous activity such cases 
should be referred to the courts for prompt legal action.

zens of substance and good repute. 

15. Past and present activities of all government 
agencies and departments should be closely scrutinized by 
appropriate committees of Lhc senate and the congress to 
make certain that all such activities have been and will be 
in the nations best interest. These investigations should 
include not only the Departments of State. Defense, Health, 
Education and Welfare, Agriculture and Labor but also the 
Treasury, the Justice Department, the F.B.I. and the C.I.A. 

16. Where evidence of treason is found, those sus¬ 
pected of such acts should be tried before civilian courts 
but if it is found that the courts themselves have been in¬ 
filtrated to such an extent as to make the conviction of 
traitors impossible, then the Constitution should be amend¬ 
ed to allow such persons to be tried before military courts 
or before new Federal Judges especially appointed for this 
purpose. 

17. All the present members of the Supreme Court 
should be removed from office; new justices should be 
elected by the people to take their place and all future re¬ 
placements should be made by election rather than by po¬ 
litical appointment.

26* Having prepared for our national defense and pro¬ 
vided intern at security against espionage and subversion, 
we should then begin on all out psychological, political 
and economic warfare against the communist conspiracy. 
Our goal is not only the freedom and safety of our own 
people but also the freedom and dignity of mankind every¬ 
where. 

Regarding Govern men t E c on omy— 

27. The government should buy back the Federal 
Reserve System as has been provided for by law* The right 
*to coin money and set the value thereof 1 should be relumed 
to Congress as the Constitution provides. All money now 
in circulation as federal reserve notes should be recalled 
in an orderly manner and United States Notes should be 
issued in their place* This new currency' should be back¬ 
ed not only with the governments present reserves of gold 
and silver but by government stock piles of other strategic 
metals such as platinum, manganese, tin, nickel, tungsten* 
mercury, copper, aluminum, etc* so that their actual value ^ 

* will correspond as nearly as possible to their face value. 
The price of gold paid to private miners in this country 
should bo considerably increased so as to encourage pro¬ 
duction* increase our nation a I gold reserves and further 
strengthen United States currency in the World Market. 

28. The entire mechanism whereby the national debt 
has been acquired should bo declared null and void as an 
illegal contact. Payment of interest on the national debt 
should be stopped at once. A computation of past interest 
paid on this debt should be made and that amount deducted 
from the balance owed to the Federal Reserve Systems, 
other agencies of government* international bankers* etc. 

In most cases it will be found that the interest already paid 
exceeds the amount originally borrowed, 

29. In the fastest and most efficient manner* the Gov¬ 
ernment should take itself out of competition with private 
industry, AH non-military transportation facilities* all 
power producing facilities and similar government owned 
industry should be sold to private citizens or companies.

31. The federal government should make no further 
loans* gifts or grants to either state or/local governments 
or to any institution, public or private. In this manner un¬

32. The federal government has no constitutional 

right to own land* Title to all the so-called 'public lands* 
now controlled by the federal government should be trans¬ 
ferred to the states. If these lands are ‘purchased* by the 
states at a modest rate the money would provide an emer¬ 
gency reserve *und that the federal govetriment could draw 
on temporarily when its expenses unavoidably exceeded its 
income. Thus, the government would have no excuse for 
going in debt* When this happened it should be mandatory 
that either the tax structure or the federal budget be ad¬ 
justed so that die amount drawn from the fund would bo re- 
,pr*id in not more than two years* Where limited tracts ere 
needed for defense purposes, they can jbe leased by the

33. Ail government subsidies,, regardless of their . 

form should be reduced by one-third for each of three suc¬ 
ceeding years and thereafter outlawed entirely. This will 
allosv the proven principles of the free enterprise system' to ' 
operate most efficiently, * free from government control and 
regimentation, j 

34. Those departments of the federal j government 
which deal with internal affairs* such as the department of 
Agriculture, Department of Commerce, the Department of

35* Tax on income encourages waste and extrava¬ 
gance while ki.\ on purchases encourages thrift and sav¬ 
ings* All hidden taxes such as corporation taxes, business

| be made unconstitutional. All governments, at every level 
J : should be required to raise their necessary revenues by 
sales taxes* which, regardless of how high they must be, 
will be plain!:' labeled as such and added to each product 
purchased by the citizen. In this way the people will be 
(constantly reminded of the "cost of government 1 and more 
likely to insist on government honesty, efficiency and 
moderation. 

38, The privilege of tax exemption for certain founda¬ 
tions and organizations should bo carefully limited because 
such organizations are automatically subsidized in part by 
other citizens* As a condition to tax free status those 
foundations and organizations having capital funds of over 
one million dollars, should have half of their directors se¬ 
lected by a committee of congress from among private 
citizens who volunteer to serve in such positions without 
pay and who will make certain that such funds are in no 
way used to the detriment of the Constitutional Republic or 
the freedom of its citizens. If an educational, charitable or 
religious organization wishes to receive tax free gifts, 
then all its funds must be used within the territorial lim¬ 
its of the United States, They may, of course, spend such 
funds elsewhere but in so doing forfeit their tax exempt 
status, No one person should be allowed to serve as offi¬ 
cer: or director of more than one tax free organization. 

37, The laws relating to the formation and regulation 
of corporation need modification. Under our free enterprise 
■ system* there is no theoretical limit to the amount of 
wealth that may be acquired by any citizen. This is as it 
. . n ■ j 


should be* In recent decades however, the economic rights 
of the workers, and of other citizens also, has been on; 
dan gored by the development of vast self perpetuating cor¬ 
porations* It is not the size of these corporations that con¬ 
stitutes a danger so much as the fact that they are often 
managed by persons who are hardly controlled at all by the 
owner-stockholders and who have only on academic in¬ 
terest in the welfare of the employees. Corporations enjoy 
definite tax and business advantages. To qualify for these 
advantages all corporations should moot one of those re¬ 
quirements: one, the management team (president, vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer) should between them, 
own at least ten percent of the companies stock* or two, d 
the corporation should be limited to owning property in one 
state and to conducting business in only one basic type of 
business or industry. In no case should more than 20 % of 
any corporation stock be owned by interests outside the 
United States* 

38* If the power and extent of corporations ia to bo 
restricted then labor unions should be restricted in a like' 
manner. Unions should be restricted to one of two situa¬ 
tions: either all members of one union should work in the 
same state, or all members of one union should work for 
the seme company. Unions should be allowed to bargain 
collectively only with the management of corporations and 
not with the individual owners of small business. In no 
case should union membership be compulsory for the ob¬ 
taining of employment 

39* In no way should government be allowed to re¬ 
strict freedom of the press or similar news media. At the 
same time, every precaution should be taken that these 
news media are not controlled by any foh£ign ideology or 
special interest group. The best way of doing this is to 
provide maximum competition between different ports of the 
industry and by legally limiting the number of newspapers, 
radio or television stations that can be owned for con¬ 
trolled) by any one person or company.

4Q, The power of ToyomiRent must‘be limited in every 
possible way v.-K-.out seriously ^Kdconing the national de¬ 
fense. A belief in this fact must ba paramount in tha se¬ 
lection of public -officials and in the intarpretaticn of the

41. The size of government bureaucracies at every 
level must be greatly reduced. Each unnecessary regulation 
must be cancelled. Every obsolete office must he abolished. 
Every non-eszeniial job must be eliminated. In some cases 
this may be done by acts of congress or the state legisla¬ 
ture, Sometimes it can be done by conscientious, public 
officials, Most often it can be done only by cutting off the 
previously unlimited sources of money that have fed these 
bureaucracies and thereby forcing them to bring their own 
size under control. 

42, When a truly pro-American government has been 

formed* some means of federal-state joint control must in- 
cure that Armed Forces of the United States will never a- 
r-in be used against our own citizens. The Aii Force* 
intercontinental ballistic missiles, the Navy, and the 
Marines could remain under federal control. The pay scale, 
living conditions and educational opportunities of these 
units should be such as to encouragd the enlistment of well 
qualified personnel who would make these Armed Forces 
their lifetime career. Troops of the United States Army 
would be recruited by the states themselves and main¬ 
lined in numbers according to the state population, equip¬ 
ped according to uniform standards. They would be com- 
manoeo at the national level by a 'General Staff of profes¬ 
sional officers who would coordinate with the other ser¬ 
vices in the national defense, Replacement of members of 
the General Suit would be selected from among other car¬ 
eer officeri» by die remaining staff members and confirmed 
by the sen,.it;.

trj>ee major branches: the executive, the legislative and the 
judicial. The military should become a fourth major branch 
of government. Although still under control of civilian au¬ 
thority, including the states themselves, the general staff 
chould havo greater latitude in forming their own plans and 
deciding on the bast weapons systems without the interfer¬ 
ence of inexperienced civilian advisors, j ; , 

44, Government must be the servant of the people 
end not the master. Although the United States Constitution 
and the Bill of Rights are among the greatest documents 
ever written, there ore pieces in which the wording is vague. 

Thi enemies of freedom have taken advantage of these gen¬ 
eralities to greatly expand the power of the government ; 
end to restrict the freedom of the individual. There are 
several areas where the general wording of the constitution 
needs to be amended to make it more specific, / 7 

45, The clause in the Constitution which states \ 
'and provide for the general welfare* has been used as an 
excuse by ambitious government officials to create a multi¬ 
tude of illegal agencies and laws that extend the govern- / 
meat's power over the citizen. This clause serves no use¬ 
ful purpose and should be stricken from the Constitution en¬ 
tirely, All agencies that have been formed under this clause 
shotdd be abolished. All laws and federal regulations that 
have resulted from it should be declared null and void, 

46, The right of the federal government to ‘regulate 

commerce between the states 1 is another clause that has 
stretched far beyond its intended meaning and traditional 
interpretation, It has been used as an excuse to regulate 
and harass many small companies completely out of bus¬ 
iness, This part of the Constitution should be amended to 
read somewhat as follows: 'No state shall raise tariffs for 
export or import of merchandise to or from any other slate or 
otherwise interfere with the free flow of, commerce across 
its borders/ / 

47, The right of the citizens to own and bear arms is 
considered in the second amendment in tho Bill of Rights^

Due to deliberately distorted reports by local 
news media many persons are still under the impres¬ 
sion that Breakthrough forced its way into and dis¬ 
rupted the St. Patrick's Day Parade last March. 

The facts are — 

Breakthrough - a local anti-communist organiza¬ 
tion - was invited by the Shannon Club of Fernaale 
to enter one of two floats they were authorized to 
have in the parade. 

The Breakthrough group marching with its float 
immediately preceded the Shannon Club as the parade 
moved along Woodward Avenue. The interruption 
occurred well beyond the parade's half-way point. A 
member of the sponsoring United Irish Societies who 
considered the Breakthrough float's presence an 
affront to Mayor Cavanagh, asked the police to 
remove it. Upon assurance by the Shannon Club 
president that Breakthrough was in the parade as 
their guest, however, he allowed them to proceed. 

It was upon Breakthrough's approach to the re¬ 
viewing stand that the second interruption took place. 
The police, acting on orders by Jack "Blackjack"

Obscenity charges have been 
lodged against Donald Lob¬ 
singer, head of the right-wing 
Breakthrough organization, ar¬ 
rested last night during 
a demonstration protesting a 
"Black Power Forum* 1 in St. 
Lucy’s Catholic Church in St. 
Clair Shores. 

He was freed on $100 bond 
to appear in St. Clair Shores 
Municipal.Court Jan. 15. 

The misdemeanor carries a 
maximum penalty of 90 days 
in jail and a $100 fine.

Caravan of the Poor People’s Campaign. Lobsinger and two of his 
aides were admitted to the office of Detroit Mayor Jerome P, 
Cavanagh, at which time they presented their demands. 

Following this meeting Lobsinger advised his group to 
disperse peacefully which they did. Tjhiere were no incidents 
or arrests.

On August 25, 1968, & Special Agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, Detroit, Michigan, observed 
a demonstration at the location of the Federal Building, 
Detroit, Michigan, in which approximately 30 pickets 
participated. Placards carried by the group called for 
victory over Communism and urged students to support Czech 
resistance. The pickets also carried American and Czech 
flags. Among this group were representatives from the 
Michigan Young Americans for Freedom and "Breakthrough".

The October 24, 1968 issue of the ’’Macomb 
Daily" (supra), carried an article which indicated that 
on October 23, 1968, Lobsinger addressed a capacity audience 
of approximately 700 persons at Warren Woods High School, 
Warren, Michigan, accompanied by his private security 
force, identified as the Blue Berets. When explaining the 
purpose of the Blue Berets Lobsinger stated that they are 
"not a non-violent organization, and that if it's going 
to take violence to save this country, then violence it shall 
be". 


The article further reported that Lobsinger 
preferenced his remarks by saying, "Anyone who is here to 
hear a hate filled diatribe should leave and attend a 
human relations meeting." le then proceeded to criticize 
the City of Warren for sponsoring United Nations Week and 
asked, "Why don’t they sponsor United States Week? My loyalty 
is to the United States not the United Nations". 

Next he criticized the mass communications 
media and people in prominence for the deliberate deceit 
of the American People concerning Communism. 

Additionally during his two and one-half hour 
address, Lobsinger voiced his support of the fighting men 
in Vietnam and criticized the Paris Peace Talks, the Russian 
Bolshoi Ballet, Mayor Jerome P. Cavanagh of Detroit, 

Governor George Romney of Michigan, Me George Bundy, the 
Ford Foundation, Archbishop John F. Desrden and the Catholic 
Archdiocese of Detroit, open housing, the American Civil 
Liberties Union, Arthur Goldberg, the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC), Martin Luther King, Jr., 
black power, Wayne State University, and its newspaper 
"The South End."

The November 5, 1968 edition of "Varsity News", 
a student publication of the University of Detroit, Detroit, 
Michigan, carried an article reporting the occurrence 
of a teach-in sponsored by the Students for a Positive, 
Effective Society, the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), 
and the United States Department of Urban Education, at the 
University of Detroit. The article indicated that Lobsinger 
was the only speaker who had managed to gain and hold the 
attention of about 400 students present and that throughout 
the encounter he and students exchanged remarks. He defended 
police and their handling of law and order and while calling 
for free speech and a right to dissent, he drew a line between 
dissent and treason saying his movement represents free speech 
and dissent while anti-war groups verge on treason. Although 
announcing .that his group had not endorsed a candidate for 
President -he stated, "There’s only one candidate running 
for President of the United States and that -is George Wallace". 


The December 4, 1968, edition of- "The Detroit News", 
a daily newspaper of general circulation in Detroit, 

Michigan, carried an article indicating Lobsinger had- been 
arrested on December 4, 1968, by the St. Clair Shores, 

Michigan Police on a charge of obscenity, following the 
addressing of a meeting held by some 200 persons sponsored 
by the Women’s Club of St. Lucy’s Catholic Church, St. Clair 
Shores, Michigan. One witness said that Lobsinger had been 
asked to give his views after approximately 50 "Breakthrough" 
members entered the church gymnasium and began shouting and 
jeering. Lobsinger was freed on $100.00 bond to appear 
in St. Clair Shores Municipal Court on January 15, 1969.

that Lobsinger on that date had filed for candidacy 
for Mayor of Detroit, Michigan.

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LOBSINGER, DEFAMED BY JUDGE 
FOR 6-SIS DEFENSE OF THE CHRISTIAN FAITH, APPEALS 


JUDGE JOHN M. WISE - ANTf-CHRISTIAN - EXPOSED

With 50 indignant Christians present inside the 
courtroom and over 200 more crowded into the 
corridor outside in his support, Don Lobsinger, local 
ANTLcommunist leader and freedom fighter, was 
sentenced in Wayne County Circuit Court recently 
after having been earlier found "guilty" of "disorderly 
conduct" ■ for standing up to defend his Roman 
Catholic Faith* 

The incident that ted to Lobsinger's arrest and 
subsequent conviction occurred in the parish hall of 
St. Clare de Montefalco Catholic Church in Grosse 
Pointe Park February 8, 1970 during a discussion by 
a modernist priest theologian on the subject of 
"Original Sin in the Light of Evolution and Per¬ 
sonalism." 

(Contrary to the impression created by various 
news reporters and local TNAcommentators, the inci¬ 
dent did NOT take place in the church itself NOR 
was It even remotely associated with a religious 
service.) 

The meeting was the second In a weekly series 
of Lenten lectures, open to the public, under the 
general topic of ‘‘Contemporary Theology/' 
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Lobsinger, a baptized and practicing Roman 
Catholic, who graduated cum laude from the Uni¬ 
versity of Detroit in 1957 after receiving all of his 
education in the parochial school system, was arrested 
when he challenged the speaker from the flooi; 
several times to explain the new concept of original 
sin* 

The speaker, Fr* Thomas D, Stanks, a young 
priest instructor at St, John's Provincial Seminary in 
Plymouth, was in the process at the time of respond¬ 
ing to written questions from the audience of over 
700 persons following his formal remarks. 

The format of. the program was originally to 
allow vocal questions from the floor through the 
use of a microphone set up for that purpose in the 
center aisle. Plans were changed, however, {accord¬ 
ing to the sworn testimony of one of the prosecu¬ 
tion's own witnesses during the trial) to the submis¬ 
sion of questions In writing and the microphone was 
removed following, AND BECAUSE OF, Lobsinger's 
entrance into the hall, (One might fairly raise the 
question what it was they were afraid of? - ed.)

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After hesitating for close to twouninutes the 
priest, in answer tq the first written qrf 3 0n "What 
rote did the devil and the fallen angels play under the 
new concept of original sin? r# , finally replied that the 
devil really played NO role. 

Recognizing this response to be a direct contra¬ 
diction of the historical and official doctrine of the 
Catholic Church and seeing also the erroneous Impli¬ 
cation in the question itself that there was a NEW 
Church doctrine on original sin, Lobsinger Immedi¬ 
ately challenged the priest by vocally asking the 
question from the floor, "What IS the new concept 
of original sin?" 

When the priest refused to reply, Lobsinger 
continued to ask the question amidst shouts from a 
number of other persons in the audience who were 
calling the priest a heretic and likewise demanding 
he answer the question. 

It was at this time that Lobsinger was placed 
under arrest and removed to the police station. (For 
a more detailed discussion of this matter, see the 
January and February-March issues of "Battle-line/' 

Charged with "disorderly conduct;" Lobsinger 
was later tried in Grosse Polnte Park Municipal Court. 
After being found "guilty" by a six-member jury, 
finally selected after fifteen prospective jurors had 
been dismissed for prejudice, he was sentenced by 
Judge Douglas L. Patterson to six-month's probation 
and a fine of $225,00 or 30 days in the infamous 
Wayne County JaiL 

Before sentence Lobsinger, maintaining his in¬ 
nocence, read a prepared statement to the Court in 
which he said, "Mine is a clear conscience for in my 
own mind I have committed no crime ... I only did 
my duty as a baptized and confirmed Roman 
Catholic, and am now compelled to deduce that it is 
a crime to publicly defend one's Faith when it comes 
under internal attack. 

'This entire proceeding," he concluded "has 
only served to provide comfort to the enemies of 
Christ and His Church as well as encourage its internal 
destroyers to continue to perpetrate their fraud upon 
the faithful." 

Lobsinger appealed his conviction to the Wayne 
County Circuit Court where he was tried a second 
time, de novo, again before a six member jury. 

This time, however, over the objection of de¬ 
fense attorney/ Larry S, Davidow, that his client 
would be denied a fair trial if he were not permitted 
to show all of the circumstances surrounding his 
action, the judge, John M, Wise, prohibited any 
inquiry into the theological questions involved in 
the case on the grounds they were irrelevant. 

Lobsinger contended, on the other hand, that 
the very essence his defense was based on the theo¬ 
logical reasons which not only justified his conduct 


that evening, but compelled him, as a confirmed 
Roman Catholic, to he did. 

Even with this restriction, however, the informa¬ 
tion brought to light by Mr. Daviriow's skillful cross- 
examination of the prosecution's own witnesses 
should have been enough to convince any fair-minded 
juror that the court was being used in this case, as 
it has been in others, NOT as a means to secure justice 
but rather as an instrument or dub with which to 
browbeat into submission one who has remained 
loyal to his Faith and stood steadfast in its defense 
against enemies both from within as well as from 
without. 

For in addition to the fact that the microphone 
was removed from the aisle and the format changed 
from vocal to written questions only after and BE¬ 
CAUSE OF Lobsingeris entrance into the hall that 
evening, it was also revealed from the witness stand 
that Lobsinger did no more than 25 to 30 other 
persons in the auditorium who were also objecting to 
the speaker's remarks though he alone was singled 
out for arrest and prosecution. 

Also exposed was the fact that the police officer 
who arrested Don Lobsinger did so ONLY AFTER 
being told to arrest him by the assistant pastor, Fr. 
Sweeney. Fr, Sweeney did not sign the complaint 
however. That the officer obligingly did also. 

At another point in the trial Judge Wise, in 
what was an obvious attempt to influence the jury 
along the lines of his NON-Christian point of view, 
interjected his own bias into the case by asking the 
defendant who was on the witness stand at the time, 
"Don't you believe the priest had a right to express 
his own views?" 

To which Lobsinger responded in the negative, 
saying that the speaker had no right to express his 
own views, while representing himself as a Roman 
Catholic priest, if those views were at variance with or 
contrary to the official teaching of the Church. 

In his argument to the jury later, the prosecutor 
pursued the judge's same line of reasoning. Only he 
went on to add the thought, however, that if Lob- 
singer had some views he cared to express he could 
have rented his own halt. 

Thus completely ignored and swept aside as 
insignificant or unimportant, by both the judge and 
the prosecutor alike, was the MOST IMPORTANT 
element of all, indeed the very essence of the ques¬ 
tion at hand, that is, if the priest was preaching 
heretical doctrine that evening Don Lobsinger z<nd 
every other Roman Catholic there present who was 
cognizant of it had not only the right, but the: 
MORAL DUTY, to refute it. Renting a hall would 
not and COULD NOT have corrected the anti- 
Catholic doctrine being spoken and plcnted in thr*

minds of those present at this particular meeting on 
that particular night. 

Furthermore, why SHOULD Lobsinger have had 
to rent a hall? He was present, or so he thought, in a 
hall of his own Church. 

Denied a full, fair and just exploration of these 
essential facts by Judge Wise's decision at the outset 
of the trial to curtail the nature of the inquiry, how¬ 
ever, and despite the combination of facts that 
strongly suggested collaboration in the prosecution 
of this case between the clergy, the police, the prose¬ 
cutor, and the court, the jury nevertheless returned 
after an hour of deliberation with a verdict of 
"guilty/’ 

With Lobsinger now delivered into his hands, 
JUDGE WISE, fully aware of the publicity it would 
receive, ordered him to undergo a psychiatric exami¬ 
nation before passage of sentence. 

This most deadly of all smears - association with 
and/or the inference of mental illness - has long been 
a favorite weapon of both the Communists and the 
Zionists, to be employed against and especially re¬ 
served for their more effective opposition and most 
hated enemies. 

"That ! might know more about you/' were 
the words JUDGE WISE used to explain his issuance 
of the order. 

But if this really were the judge's purpose why 
would it noi have been sufficient to order a routine 
pre sentence investigation by the Probation Depart¬ 
ment? Or is it routine for JUDGE WISE to order 
psychiatric examinations for those convicted of LESS 
THAN misdemeanor offenses In his courtroom? 

Would JUDGE WISE have us believe that he 
would have issued the same order if the defendant 
standing before him were Rabbi Meir Kahane, head of 
the anti-Soviet hut MOT antKGommunist Jewish De¬ 



fense League, instead of Don Lobsinger, head of the 
anti-Soviet, but also Christian ANTLCommunist 
Breakthrough organization? 

Finally, even if a routine investigation by the 
Probation Department WERE NOT sufficient to 
satisfy JUDGE WISE'S alleged desire to know more 
about Mr. Lobsinger, why was anything more than 
such an investigation NECESSARY in light of so 
minor an infraction if It were not IN FACT the 
judge's REAL AND CALCULATED PURPOSE in 
ordering the psychiatric examination to DEMEAN, 
DISCREDIT, HUMILIATE AND DEGRADE DON 
LOBSINGER IN THE EYES OF THE PUBLIC, AND 
EVEN WORSE, DESTROY HIS CREDIBILITY AS 
A PUBLICLY RECOGNIZED ANTI-COMMUNIST 
LEADER AND SPOKESMAN? 

Unable to conceal his own bias, however, and 
laying open to exposure his unsuitability to sit in 
judgment of his fellow-man, either in this case or any 
other, JUDGE WISE added "All f know about you is 
what I have read in the newspapersand observed here 
in the courtroom/' 

Since the judge had at no time cited Lobsrngar 
for contempt, suggesting that Lobsinger acted at all 
times with perfect decorum throughout the trial, one 
can only but wonder just what Lobsinger might other¬ 
wise have done to convince the judge of his sanity? 

Was the judge suggesting that the only way 
Lobsinger might or could have demonstrated to him 
he was sane was to have acted DISORDERLY in the 
courtroom when it was supposedly for rating disor¬ 
derly that he was arrested and brought into the 
courtroom in the first place? 

It would thus appear, to any rations! person at 
least, that JUDGE WISE, by his very own remarks, 
has HIMSELF offered the best possible proof that it

Montefalco case and permit him to return to the com¬ 
munity with his good name restored to resume his 
fight for Christ, his Church, and his country without 
having to wear the unjust brand of a criminal." 

Despite both the natural fear of most persons 
to sign a petition of this nature and the extent to 
which Don Lobsinger has been smeared by detractors 
in the mass news media and other places of influence, 
close to 3000 persons still affixed their names on the 
Christian Defense League's petition. 

Objecting to Judge Wise's order on legal, moral 
and religious grounds, Lobsinger refused to comply 
with it and consequently did NOT keep the two ap¬ 
pointments made for him with the court-appointed 
psychiatrist. 

'The right of each and every individual to his 
own innermost thoughts and motivations as his exclu¬ 
sive possession and solely a matter between himself 
and his Creator except as lie may freely choose to 
reveal them is inviolate," Lobsinger said in a public 
statement. 

"No other man has, therefore, the right or shall 
rightfully be given the province to probe into die 
conscious or subconscious of another unless the other 
shall freely consent to it" he said, adding that Judge 
Wise's order was "an act of unjust invasion arid out¬ 
right aggression against the basic right of every indi¬ 
vidual to privacy (in these matters).*'

:ion, thereby suggesting that Lobsinger might also be 
i drunkard, even though the judge knew the truth to 
:>e otherwise. 

As Lobsinger left the courtroom to be greeted 
with cheers by his many supporters, one person was 
overheard to remark, "If Judge Wise walked into a 
pig sty, the pigs would have to walk out." 

Though Lobsinger is appealing his case to a 
higher court, he fs, as of this writing, still bound to 
abide by the terms of the sentence or face confine¬ 
ment in jail. (The deadline for the psychiatric 
examination, as ordered by the judge, is June 24th.) 

Thus the injustice in this case, 'in addition to its 
ever being tried in the first place, is even further 
compounded by the fact that while Lobsinger's con¬ 
ation is treated by the severity of the sentence as 
-ough his "offense" were a misdemeanor or worse 
. which case sentence would be legally stayed 
-ending appeal), that same conviction, when it comes 
to (he appeal, is then treated as less than a misde¬ 
meanor whereby the sentence remains legally in 
effect.

Cost Job of 
Lobsinger?

The city job of Donald M. 
Lobsinger, leader of the right- 
wing organization called 
Breakthrough, may be in jeop¬ 
ardy because of his alleged 
participation in the Saturday 
beating of a priest who was 
leading an anti-war demon¬ 
stration at Blessed Sacrament 
Cathedral. 

John May, superintendent of 
Detroit Department of Parks 
and Recreation, said Monday 
that he has asked for a Civil 
Service Commission investiga¬ 
tion of Lobsinger, who is em¬ 
ployed as a senior clerk in the 
accounting office of May's de¬ 
partment. 

MEANWHILE, the Wayne 
County prosecutor's office con- 
finued its investigation into the 
Saturday incident and a 
spokesman said warrants are 
expected to be asked against 
Lobsinger and the other al¬ 
leged assailants on Tuesday or 
Wednesday. 

Most of the Incident was 
captured on film by a local tel¬ 
evision news crew. However, 
Arthur Koscinski, chief of the 
prosecutor's warrant section, 
said further investigation is 
necessary to learn the identity 
of the other assailants and to 
obtain the names of more wit¬ 
nesses to the assault. 

Koscinski said the Rev. Fa¬ 
ther Thomas F. Hinsberg, the 
priest who was attacked, indi¬ 
cated that he wanted to prose¬ 
cute all the people involved as 
long as sufficient proof can be 
obtained. __*

Detroit peace Vigil disrupted! 


A Catholic priest who w ms 
pommeled and knocked to the 
ground by protestors at an in¬ 
auguration day peace vigil 
Saturday in Detroit intends In 
file assault charges against 
his assailants, police said* 

Fr. Thomas F. Hinsberg, 45, 
identified his attackers as 
Donald Lnbsinger and several 
other members of a radical 
right-wing group called Break¬ 
through. 

The attack, witnessed by 
more than a score of persons, 
occurred Saturday afternoon 
on the front steps of Detroit's 
Cathedral of the Most Blessed 
Sacrament, 3S4*J Woodward* 
as Fr. Hinsberg read a tele¬ 
gram to President Nixon call¬ 
ing for a speedy end to the 
war in Vietnam. 

Witnesses said Lob singer 
punched Ihe priest in the face 
after calling Fr, Hinsberg a 
"Judas," "traitor* and "Com¬ 
munist. 11 Several other men 
with Lnbsmger also attacked 
the priest after he toppled 
from a small raised platform 
on the steps of the cathedral, 
witnesses said* 


Fr* Hinsberg is director of 
the Detroit Archdiocesan 
Commission for World Justice 
and Peace, which sponsored 
the vigil at the cathedral* 
During the vigil in the 
cathedral, other witnesses 
said, Ltihsinger had ripped a 
ceremonial stale from the 
shoulders of Bishop Walter!* 
Schoenherr, pastor of the 
cathedral. 

"Is this a church or a cir¬ 
cus/ 1 Lobsinger demanded as 
he ripped off the startled bish¬ 
ops brocaded vestment ac¬ 
cording to one witness. 

The incident occurred as a 
group of young people from 
Ann Arbor performed an anti¬ 
war mime near the altar. 
Bishop Schoenherr told Lob- 
singer that the anti-war dem¬ 
onstration in the church was 
perfectly proper and ordered 
the right-wing leader to leave* 
The attack on Fr* Hinsberg 
occurred later as those attend¬ 
ing the vigil, about 100 per¬ 
sons, released helium-fined 
balloons signifying their pray¬ 
ers for peace*

Father Hi ns berg, 45, is director of the Archdiocesan Commis¬ 
sion for World Justice and Peace, which sponsored the vigil. 

Moments before (he attack, witnesses said, Lnbsingcr yanked 
the stole off Bishop Walter J. Schoenherr’s vestments and threw 
It in the cathedral floor. 

Bishop Schoenherr is pastor of Blessed Sacrament Cathedral. 

While recorded music played and an Ann Arbor group per¬ 
formed a mime portraying the effects of war, Lobsinger ap* 
pmaehcd the altar, Bishop Schoenherr said, and asked; 'is this 
a church, or is this a circus?/ . 

LOBSINGER THEN pulled the stole off and cast it on thV 
cathedral floor after Bishop Schoenherr asked him to leave the 
church, a witness said. 

A stole is the religious vestment symbolizing the priesthood 
in the Roman Catholic Church. 

Father Hinsberg said he left the cathedral moments later 
and joined the protest group on the cathedral porch. 

As he read the telegram to President Nixon and while the 
helium-filled balloons symbolizing the groups prayers for peace 
soared high above the cathedral spires, Father Hinsberg said, a 
stick from one of Breakthrough's placards struck him In the 
side nf the face. 

Lobsinger then rushed up and pushed him down, the priest 
said.

Donald J, Lobsinger, right- 
wing leader on trial for | 
assaulting a Catholic priest, 
admitted yesterday that he 
grabbed the cleric by the arm 
last Jan. 20 to call attention to 
what he considered a “Com- 
munis inspired peace vigil." 

Lobsinger is charged witlj 
assaulting Fr. Thomas Hms 
berg, organizer of the Peacf 
demonstration, 

Lobsinger admitted that the 
presence of television 
cameras motivated his con¬ 
frontation with the priest. 

The trial is its fifth day be¬ 
fore Detroit Recorder's Judge 
Justin C. Ravitz, 

Lobsinger said he “was 
aware of the television 
cameras and the likelihood*' 
that the peace ceremony 
would go on the air ’That 
night” 

*Tt was in fact promoting 
communism in Asia and I 
didn't wnat it thought that all 
Catholics supported what took 
place,” he testified. 

THE DEMONSTRATION 
was held at Detroit's Blessed 
Sacrament Cathedral where 
prosecution witnesses have 
testified that Lobsinger dis¬ 
rupted services in the church, 
then pushed Fr. Hmsburg 
down the steps in front of the 
church. — _ 




Lobsinger said he asked hr. 
Hmsburg “to tell the truth. He 
didn't answer me. I took him 
by the arm and asked 'Whj 
don’t you answer me? 1 " 
Lobsinger said he didn't 
i grab hard* but Fr, Hmsburg 
fell backward where the priest 
immediately was attacked by 
"two or three individuals/' 
Lobsinger said. 

The 3S-y ear-old leader of 
Breakthrough said he didn't 
know who attacked the priest 
but added, "T didn't push in¬ 
tentionally nor do I know who 
attacked him/' 

“The thought immediately 
occurred to me that 111 be 
accused of this/' testified Lob¬ 
singer, who said he then left 
the scene. 

Lobsinger admitted earlier 
that he called Fr. Hinsberg a 
"Judas and a traitor” during 
the ceremony in the church 
and also that he had ripped a

EARLIER Tuesday, Charles 
Stoker, a Lobsinger follower, 
said he overheard four per¬ 
sons he suspected of being ju¬ 
rors discussing the trial dur¬ 
ing lunch. He said one of them 
described Lobsinger as being 
"crazy." and another, a 
woman* said three defense 
witnesses were "liars." 

Ravitz gave Stoker a chance 
for an in-court identification of 
the jury during direct exami¬ 
nation, then called a recess. 

Stoker, an Eastern Michigan 
University student, told the 
judge he was mistaken. Stoker 
was ejected from the court¬ 
room last Friday because he 
criticized the judge before the 
jury for not displaying an 
American flag in the court- 
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■'traitori' at him.

Donald Lobsingeris brand of patriotism just 
didn’t fit in with the type practiced by the or- 
ganizers of the annual Memorial Day parade 
in St. Clair Shores. 

Lobsinger, head of the right-wing Break¬ 
through organization, went to the parade yes¬ 
terday to pass out leaflets, but, as soon as he 
was spotted by parade chairman John Agnello* 
he was "invited to leave." 

"He's got his thing and I’ve got mine/ 7 said 
Agnello, "but I don't want him to do his thing 
while I'm doing mine." 

AGNELLO SAYS his annual parade has been 
threatened in the past by "hippies and other 
disrupters, but we've weathered that and 
they've never even gotten out of their cars. We 
handled this (Lobsingers handing out of leaf¬ 
lets) just like anything else/’ 

According to Lobsinger, the handling was 
pretty rough* 

"I was just passing out my leaflets when this 
man (Agnello) came up and grabbed my leaf¬ 
lets and knocked them to the ground, then he 
grabbed me and pushed me off the street," 
Lobsinger said, "My arms were so full I 
couldn’t do anything,” 

Witnesses said Lobsinger did not react to 
being ejected, but simply picked up his leaflets 
and left* 

"He looked like a military policeman/' Lob- 
singer said of the husky, barrel-chested 
Agnello, who was wearing a military uniform 
and helmet 

Asked if ft was true that he "roughed up" 
Lobsinger* Agnello said in a telephone inter¬ 


view: "Let’s just say I invited him to leave." 

Lobsinger said the confrontation with 
Agnello came "almost as the parade was end¬ 
ing and we had passed a leaflet to nearly every 
adult who attended. We got about 90 percent 
acceptance," 

"That’s not the way I saw it/* "Agnello re¬ 
sponded in a separate interview. The parade 
chairman said he became aware of Lobsin- 
ger's presence "at about the height of the 
parade when I heard grumbling about Lobsin¬ 
ger and people asked me why 1 let him get 
away with it" 

LOBSINGER IS currently free on $409 bail 
while appealing sentence last month to 45 days 
in the Detroit House of Correction. He was con¬ 
victed by a jury of assaulting a priest Jan, 20 
during an anti-war demonstration outside De¬ 
troit’s Most Blessed Sacrament Cathedral. 

On one side of the leaflets Lobsinger and 
eight members of his organization attempted 
to pass out was a picture of the famous flag 
raising at Iwo Jima. 

On the reverse side was a call for treason 
charges to be brought against the priest he 
was convicted of assaulting, Fr> Thomas F* 
Hinsberg, and Detroit Recorder’s Court Judge 
Justin F. Ravitz, who presided at Lobsinger’s 
trial. 

Yesterday’s parade went on despite heavy 
rain and one other interruption: 

The antique fire engines, a traditional part of 
the parade, had to move aside with everything 
else briefly to make room for modern fire 
engines that were forced to race through 
the parade route in response to a fire alarm.

Lobsinger Sues Area Jews 


Donald J. Lobsinger, a De¬ 
troit area promoter of right 
wing political causes, and 
three other men filed a federal 
suit Monday asking for a court 
order against collection of 
funds for Israeli war relief by 
two Detroit Jewish groups. 

The suit claims Dial the two 
groups, Israel Emergency 
Fund and Israel Bonds, arc vi¬ 
olating federal law by collect¬ 
ing money to a id 1 a foreign 
government without being reg¬ 
istered as '‘foreign agents . . 
or as propagandists." 


The plantiffs in the suit in 
addition to Lobsinger arc 
named as E.R. Van Steems, 
Charles Baker and Brownie S. 
Shaltis. They identified them¬ 
selves as an unincorporated 
voluntary association called 
Americans for U.S. Neutrality 
in the Middle East. 

THEIR SUIT claims that the 
Jewish groups' plan to send fi¬ 
nancial assistance to Israel, 
now involved in a war with 
Arabs, will "substantially af¬ 
fect the balance of foreign 
payments of the Uni’ted 
States," thus contributing to 
inflation, and that it will also 
"cause the curtailment and 
has caused the delay of oil 
shipments from said Arab 

countries to the United States 
» 

The suit asks for an injunc¬ 
tion prohibiting the collection 
of funds by the groups and for 
orders to refund money al¬ 
ready collected. 

Mrs. Anna Chapin, control¬ 
ler of the Israel Emergency 
Fund, said Monday that her 
organization had not been noti¬ 
fied of the suit.
